400 STUDENTS 'SHOT' 
ON FIRST DAY OF 
VACCINATION CLINIC 



The weeklong immunization 
campaign began yesterday, very 
successfully. During the first 
three-quarters of an hour appro- 
ximately two hundred people 
received polio vaccines, and 
another two hundred during the 
rest of the day's clinic. Kappa 
Alpha Theta volunteers helped 
to register the students and staff. 

The clinic is open from 12-2:30 
pm in the Union. The entire pro- 
cess of registration and the vacci- 
nation itself takes approximately 
two minutes. Those who have 
already had cither one or two 
" their shots can have the remaind- 
er at this clinic. Students of the 
School of Graduate Nurses will 
help the doctors in administe- 
ring the injections. 

The Quebec Command Cana- 
dian Legion in conjunction with 
the March of Dimes is giving the 
shot 1 !. The vaccine is being sup- 
plied by the Provincial Govern- 
ment. 



Minister Of Education 
Backs U of T Proposal

In a statement to The Varsity last week, Ontario Minister of Education James 
Dunlop declared that students with below second-class standing have no place in Ontario 
universities. He said that second-class students may be just as intelligent and as capable 
as those with higher standing, but that their aptitudes lie in a different direction.

The Dean of Students at the University of Ottawa has 
refused to reinstate three student editors who were removed 
from their posts laat month. 

Rev. Leonard Ducharme made his decision known in a 
two page letter to Student Federation President Marcel 
Prud'homme. 

The letter came as a reply to 
demands by the council at a 
Nov. 11 meeting for reinstate- 
ment of editors Louis Cliche, Ro- 
ger Roy and Pierre Trudel. The 
editors were dismissed from of- 
fice by administrative author- 
ities Oct. 24. 

Father Ducharme denied char- 
ges by the council that "the mo- 
tion by the university entailed 
complete negation of students' 
liberty of action" and was on at. 
tempt "to smother student or- 
ganization as a whole". 

"Ko attempt has been made to 
supp-sss the students' organiza- 
tions or associations whether on 
the faculty plan or on th e feder- 
ation plan," Father Ducharme 
said. 

"The rights and obligations 
conceded the federation by the

The Edu- 
cation Minister believed that the 
planning board's proposals "seem 
to me to be an. excellent Idea", 
and considered the change in 
length of the school year as a 
"very good idea". 

STUDENT REACTION 

However, campus reaction 
to some aspects of president Bis- 
sell's report was none too favo- 
rable. The concensus of opinion 
seemed to haver It that the di- 
vided vacation periods would 
impose definite hardships on stu- 
dents not receiving scholarships. 
One student said: "One month 
holiday periods... would be ri. 
dlculous. Yoù Just can't get a job 
for a two month summer vaca- 
tion". Said another: "You'll have 
to look for three jobs a year 
instead of one and that's exactly 
three times as hard". Still ano- 
ther declared; "The new system 
will make it hard for students 
not in the first class honors 
group to earn enough money for 
their tuition". All students cont- 
acted considered the provision of 
free tuition for first-class honors 
students a good idea. 

Asked for comment on the stu-' 
dent criticism concerning the 
revised holiday schedules, Mr. 
Dunlop said: "If they are to be 
so well assisted financially as the 
plan would indicate, the criticism 
is not valid . . . the whole plan is 
a very good idea put forward. for 
further discussion". He further 



hinted that the Ontario Govern- 
ment's role in the plan would be 
to test prospective students by 
means of grade 13 exams, and 
from then on, the university 
would take over. He said that his 
department Intended to ask the 
Ontario Provincial Legislature 
at its next sitting for extra 
grants, which will be awarded 
solely on high academic stand- 
ing. 

In what was perhaps a summa. 
tion of student feeling concern- 
ing the Board's proposal, the Fri- 
day, November 21 issue of THE 
VARSITY published this epithet 
at the top of its front page : "Not 
only does the tuition plan im- 
press us . . . it bloody well frigh- 
tens us".

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Paltry Platforms 

These are crucial times for the University nnd her 
{students. The enrolment is expected to double within the 
next few years nnd yet the extra money to operate an en- 
larged university is nowhere in sight. _ # 

There are four million dollars in trust for McGill in 
Ottawa and the Provincial government has not changed 
its stubborn attitude toward federal aid. The students are 
united against the Duplessia administration and impor- 
tant developments in this field are happening every day. 
In short, university administration and even student gov- 
ernment are faced with complex problems — problems 
the likes of which they never faced before. 

Although the campus is in this drastic situation, it is 
good to see that the candidates for positions on the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council have been able to keep calm and 
collected. They seem unaffected by Duplessis, federal 
grants or increased enrolment. They are still bothered by 
the old standbys — a new Union, the Prom and meeting 
more of their constituents. 

It is true that most of the candidates have declared 
Ihemselves in favor of lowering the fees, a position for 
which we are very grateful. But besides this one feature 
(which is about as general as you can be without saying 
absolutely nothing at all) of the complex Provincial- Fe- 
deral affair, our candidates seemed to have ignored it. 

Could it be that they are simply uninterested in the 
situation? Could the explanation be that they are unaware 
of the significance of- She issues? If either alternative be 
the case, they have no business standing for election. 

The SEC is not pimply a high school students' council 
on a bigger scale. Ti -i student government at McGill has 
considerable responsibility (more than at most universi- 
ties), especially because of the battle it is waging with the 
Provincial authorities. 

It was disappointing to read the platforms in yester- 
day's Daily. We saw the same old cliches, the standard 
phrases, and the usual vague and general promises. One 
exception must be noted. One candidate tried a new twist, 
he promised to attend the meetings. 

If the platforms are any indication we are in for a 
rather dull, uneventful and unproductive year. 

Reviewing The Plan 

The proposed plan for free education at the University 
of Toronto is a radical change from the present system. It 
may be too radical to be put into effect at once. 

The idea of free tuition for first class students is fine, 
indeed, and so is the proposed plan of bursaries for second 
class students. There are. however, many cptestions left 
open. For example, statistics indicate that the result of 
high school matriculation examinations do not necessarily 
indicate how a student will fare at university. Provincial 
high school examinations are being used as entrance 
standards for lack of anything else. 

The President of Carleton University stated that: 
"What we need is a system to decide who should go to uni- 
versity, and then help them go." This should be one of the 
primary concerns of an administrative body for scholar- 
ships, which was proposed in the Toronto plan. 

The Toronto plan also recommends drastic changes in 
the academic year. Shorter summer holidays will shorten 
the students' money earning period; and even though he 
will get free tuition, he is still going to have financial pro- 
blems. It is a sizeable undertaking to live for three or four 
years without a steady source of income. 

The President's Advisory Committee at Toronto reco- 
gnizes that existing scholarships are uncoordinated. Not 
only are they uncoordinated, but they are too limited for 
specific purposes resulting in duplication and waste. There 
are scholarships for research into fertilizers good only at 
a specific university, and there are several others equally 
narrow in purpose here at McGill. 

Toronto's plan, if adopted, will have to be put into 
effect in several stages. The first of these should be the 
co-ordination of existing scholarships and bursaries.
